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Weathering “storms like Hurricane | 
Andrew without being in the dark `

It all began with Hurricane 
Andrew, The idea for a differ- 
ent kind of hurricane shutter 
was born hours after Andrew 
devastated Southern Dade 
County. 

Méchanical Enginéer Greg 
Kostrzecha, like everyone else, 
was amazed at the power of 
Andrew. Kostrzecha, who lives 
in Pompano Beach, saw first 
hand how Andrew destroyed 
thousands of homes. "It was 
the most amazing thing I had 
ever seen,” he said. 

Kostrzecha. also saw how 
many other homes and build- 
ings were still standing, dam- 
aged but still there, after the 
storm. He noticed that many of 
these structures were equipped 
with storm shutters. 

Storm shutters protect a 
home from flying debris and, 
more importantly, shutters 
keep the wind out. Once the 
winds of a hurricane get inside 
a house, all bets are off. The 
weakest parts of your home 
are your windows. Once the 
window is broken the winds 
from a hurricane can destroy 
or substantially damage your 
house.

Shutters or storm panels 
come in a variety of materials 
in a variety of:prices. Plywood 
shutters, the do-it-yourself- 
kind, are the cheapest but you 
need to know what you're 
doing, A shutter is no good if it 
is not properly installed. 

Other materials used for 
shutters include aluminum 
and steel.

neering, Kostrzecha thinks he 
has come up with a better way. 
It's a hurricane shutter that is 
as clear as a window, as strong 
as steel and as light as a feath- 
er. ` 
"I knew there were matèrials 
out there with the high impact 
capability to handle a class five 
hurricane,” he said. "Materials 
other than aluminum or steel. 
I also wanted to make this 
product clear so people would 
not have the feeling of claus- 
trophobia.” 

Kostrzecha’s shutter is made 
of Makrolon, a space age poly- 
carbon material that he says is 
one of.the strongest impact

Kostrzecha says his clear, 
strong and lightweight shutter 
will not rust, corrode or déteri- 
orate in any way. It's also 
affordable, costing alut $8 a 

square foot.
